ed sense. 


Local option, ns a safe and just 


means to an end, is the result of 
thought, and prayer, and practical 
experience and experiment. 


It is safe, because it secures that fo 


which it asks, only on principles of 
equity, and a consideration of the 
rights of others. 


Local option cosrees no one. It in- 


terfeies with no man's private judg- 
ment, nor with any religious or poli- 
tiea! preferences. 


It is just, because it accords to 


opponents all the prhiJcgcs it claims 
for its advocates. Local option never 
violates either social or ethical condi- 
tions. 


Local option is distinctively Ameri- 


can in conception and prnetico, be- 
cause it acknowledges not only the 
propriety, but the absolute necessity 
of the majority ruling. It is a miiii"- 
mi/,er of crime, and an eneonomi/er 
of taxes and public moneys, it lifts 
burdens and sins, placed on communi- 
ties and individuals by the liquor 
traffic.

Fish Laws for the Delaware. 


1( ish 
Commissioner 
Median, 
of 


iaennsyh anut and Secretary hi rat ton 
or the Neu Jersey Legislalhe Fish 
Commission, have completed the draft 
of the concuncnt fish laws which are 
to be submitted to the joint State 
Commission for action by the Legisla- 
Unes of Pennylvania and New Jersey 
this winter, so far as the lower half o'i 
the Jlelauare river is concerned. 


The draft a*, framed w i l l specify 


game fish by name and provide that 
they may be luken only w ilh rods and 
lines, hand lines or trolling lines, 
i'ood fish are lo be considered all not 
named as game or bait fish and may 
be taken by seines, diifting gill nets, 
eel-pots, fyke nets without wings, rods 
and lines and parallel nets. Carp may 
be taken only in parallel nets, and 
catfish, suckers nnd eels may be taken 
by fyke nets Ihe whole year round. 


The season for shad and all food fish 


except carp, catfish and eels is to be 
from -March 1 to June 5, v\ ith a weekly 
closing of nets from Saturday noon to 
Sunday midnight.

theatre, fjflccn hundred people were 
present on Tuesday evening.

TO "EVADK" .NUISANCE. 


The Health, Sanitation and Poor 


committee made the following type- 
written report: 


Your committee on Health, Sanita- 


tion and Poor beg to report respecting 
mailers referred lo at the last meeting 
Of Council, lirst, the condition of the 
ditch crossing the meadow 
between 


the railroad and the cnnal was inspect- 
ed by us. 
We find the ditch, aside 


from being Ihe natural watercourse 
from the mill district, is also called 
upon lo take care .of the surface drain- 
age of somewhere about a half square 
mile of the borough, or that part ly- 
ing between the canal and Cedar 
street, 
west of Washington and east 


of .Market street. 
The trouble com- 


plained of by the Board of Health was 
largely due to the several tropical 
rains had during the summer result- 
ing in nearly cloud bursts which so 
overtaxed the borough drain under the 
canal as to cause the water to back up 
and overflow the meadow. 
We have 


urged upon the Street committee the 
necessity of keeping this ditch as free
